in many directions. If there was a surgeon in 
attendance on the President who deserved rec- 
ognivion at the handsof Congress why should 
Surgeon-General Barnes and Surgeon Wovod- 
ward be excluded?

WHERE THEY BELONGED. 
The claims should be proved to the satisfac- 
tion of the representatives of Garfield’s 
estate, and he would stand committed to the 
assurance that Congress would extend the 
pay of the late President to his family for 
one year, or fur four years, if necessary, in 
order to pay every dollar of the claims. 
With such treatment as the President re- 
ceived the wound need not have been mortal 
to have produced death. Medical science 
had never furnished so bad ap illustration of 
blind blundering as in the case of the late 
Chief Magistrate, He[denounced the claims 
of these doctors as frauds, and he asked the 
Heuse to instruct its Conference Committee 
to insist on striking out the amendment, and 
to never consent to allow them to go through

MR. TAYLOR, OF OHIO,

It had alsé been 
charged that certain Wall street brokers had 
been kept advised by cipher telegrams of the 
condition of the President, that information 
being different from mat in the public bulle- 
tins. It had also been charged that the chief 
physician was a volunteer and had crowded 
out other physicians, and this same doctor 
now asked for that malpractice 825,000. He 
closed with the quotation: “Pardon me, 
thou bleed iece of earth, that lam meek 
and gentle with these butchers!’’ 

Mr. Hiscock advocated concurrence in the 
Senate amendment. He was opposed to this 
discussion of this matter. he country 
should not be treated to such a scene. 

MR. DUNNELL, OF MINNESOTA, 
thought the settlement of the matter ought 
to originate in the House of which Garfield 
had been so long a member.

THE SENATE. 
THE LONG DISCUSSION BEGUN. 
Specral Disvatch to ‘The Chtcaco Tribune 

Wasniveton, D. C., July 14.—The tax and 
tariff debate has fairly begun in the Senate, 
and the lowest estimate of time it will con- 
sume is two weeks. The discussion is cer- 
tain to embrace the whole field of taxation, 
internal and external, but if the Republicans 
adhere to their caucus decision the argu- 
meuts will be one-sided, as it is the purpose 
to allow the Democrats to do all the talking. 
It is hardly to be expected, however, that 
this Spartan resolution will be kept. Moth 
parties are skirmishing for political position, 
They are determined to make as much capi- 
tal as possible out of possibly a summer’s 
work. The Senators think they see in the 
success of the pending Tax bill the certainty 
of Republiean control of the next House, and 
they believe it will be wise to sacrifice a 
= or two of summer for such a state as 


DESIDES, 
not regard the brolongation 
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session as the members do. Most of 
1 ve comfortable residences at Wash- 
ington. y are as much at home here as 
anywhere else. Besides, if they want a few 
days at the seashore or elsewhere, it ‘is no 
trouble for them to obtain pairs. They 
do not have to ask any leave of absence. 
Members of the House who are anxious to 
succbed themselves and are troubled with 
active rivals in their districts may not view 
a month's extension of the session with as 
mach composure as the Senate, but they 
can't help themselves. The question ot ad- 
journment of course depends entirely upon 
the length of this tariff debate, and it becomes 
evident daily that that question must be 
postponed tor future consideration.

The Democrats seem to have agreed upon 
the party policy to prevent the Republicans 
at all hazards from having credit for tax re- 
duction. They intimated today, in private 
conversation, that they would resort to fili- 
bustering before they would allow the Ke- 
publicans to pass this measure. ‘The Demo- 
eratic positionis one of obstruction. The 
Republicans are growing indignant. They 
see that the Democrats do notso much de- 
sire: to take off burdens from the people 
as they hope to prevent Republicans 
from gaining the political advantage whieh 
might result fromthe passage of a tax-re- 
duction bill. Upon this issue the Republic- 
ans will be foundaunit. They 


‘CANNOT BE FRIGHTENED 
from theirjposition, even by the terror of long 
speeches in dog-days. They declare them- 
selves to be quite as ane as the Democrats 
are to fight it out on this line, if it takes all 
summer. It is understood the Republican 
Senators have agreed in caucus to make few 
or no speeches, but to unanimously vote 
for the bili as it has been re- 
ported from the committee, and to 
resist any changes. Cameron, of Pennsyl- 
vania, has agreed, it is understood, to the re- 
duetion on Bessemer steel, and everything is 
harmonious on the Republican side. When 
the Internal-Revenue bill was reached to- 
day 


MR. BAYARD 
took the floor and made an elaborate speech. 
It was a speech that attracted much atten- 
tion. It was a skillful and instructive piece 
of oratery. The burden of his argument 
was that the bill proposed a sham reduction, 
that the changes did not take off the bur- 
dens from the people, and that it 
was proposed to make some changes 
without reduci in any manner the 
machinery of collection. His speech ‘was 
one of the ablest and most statesmanilike he 
has ever delivered. He spoke for two hours 
and a half, and was listened to throughout 
with the closest attention by leading Sena- 
tors on both sides. It wasfor the most part 
a practical exposition of the taxation issues 
now before the Senate. While he did not 
express his opposition to any of the internal- 
revenue features of the bill, yet he argued 
that the reduction proposed was of sucha 
character as to afford but small relief to the 
people. The section of the bill relating to 

THE SUGAR TARIFF, 

he contended, was deceptive. It was put 
forward as a reduction of duties on sugars, 
but, while it repealed the additional duty of 
25 per cent imposed by the act of 1875, the 
billatthe same time directed the Secretary 
of the Treasury to regulate the duties on 
sugar according to a complex system of color 
and polariscopic tests, the result of which 
would inevitably increase the duties on the 
lower grades, which were chiefly imported. 
The scheme gave the Krpacury part- 
ment a discretion too wide for safe- 
ty. It had been rejected over and 
over again by the Housé Ways and Means 
Committee during the last six years, after 
full hearings and argument on the part of 
all branches of the sugar trade, and now the 
Senate Finance Committee, without having 
given the subject any careful consideration, 
was attempting to force it through the Sen- 
ate. It was an extraordinary proceeding, 
especially in view of the fact that, for the 
first time in the history of the Government, 
the Senate proposed to originate a Customs 
Tariff bill. The proposition to reduce the 
tariff on 

STEEL RAILS 
to $20 a ton was, of course, a concession, but 
it was eee small, in view of the 
enormous profits made by the combination 
of manufacturers controlling the man- 
ufacture of steel rails. The duty of $20 a 
ton was a larger ad-valorem duty than was 
$28 a ton at the time the duty was first Im- 

Sed. Twenty-dollars a ton, except & rare 


intervals when there was a much larger de- 


mand than the home manufacturers could 
supply, would prove to be 

PRACTICALLY PROHIBITORY. 
He advocated a reduction to $14 per ton. 
Bayard commented with great force on the 
attempt to double the duties on all the man- 
ufactures, wares, and vessel made of hoop, 
band, or seroll ifon, or of which such iron is 
the component material of chief value. He 
showed that the effect of this increase of 
duty would be far-reaching and oppressive, 
and would far more than offset the smal! re- 
lief granted in the reduction of the duty on 
steel rails. It was a farce to bring in a bill 
containing such a provision and call it a bill 
to reduce taxation. 
THE LATTER PART OF BAYARD’S SPEECH 


was devoted to a most interesting and admi- 
rable review of the tariff legislation enacted 
during the War and the years immediately 
succeeding the War. He showed how in- 
ternal revenue duties which had been made 
the excuse for increased tariff duties had 
been long since repealed, and how the high 
and oppressive tariff duties have been con- 
tinued long after the excuse for their impo- 
sition had passed away. He made a master! 
exposition of the sound principles whic 
should underlie all taxation, whether in- 
ternal revenue or customs. He was unalter- 
ably opposed to the exercise of the taxing 
power for the benefit of any class or special 
interests, or for any purposes whatso- 
ever except 1 public purposes. 
He maintaine that Congress could 
not rightfully take the pipperty of the citi- 
zen for any other than a public purpose. 
To use the taxing power otherwise was 
a species of 

COMMUNISM AND ROBBERY. 
Bayard concluced his speech about half-past 
4 o'clock, and was warmly congratulated by 
the Senators. Then followed a half-hour’s 
controversy over a petty point of order as to 
whether an amendment offered by Mr. Beck 
to reduce the tax frum 16 cents to 10 cents 
should properly come in as an amendment 
to e first, second, or third section 
of the bill. Pending action on that 
amendment the Senate adjourned. It is 
expected the session tomorrow will be chief- 
ly devoted to speechmaking. Sherman is 
working hard in furtherance of his pet 
sugar scheme, but he is having an up-hill 
time of it. There is but little opposition to a 
reduction of the sugar duty, but there is 
growing opposition to the proposed plan of 
permitting the Treasury Department to reg- 
ulate the sugar duties by a complex and com- 
pound system of color and polariscopic tests. 

FRYE 

has given notice that he will move to strike 
this provision from the sugar section of the 
bill. The fact is, the entire sugar section is 
crude, and is yet imperfectly understood by 
the Senate. It appears to have escaped at- 
tention that the proposed repeal of the addi- 
tional 25 cents imposed by the act of 1875 isa 
discrimination against the lower grades of 
sugar. The proposed reduction is as follows 
on the several grades: On sugars not above 
No, 7 Dutch standard, 42-100 of a cent per 
pons: on sugars above No. 7 and not above 
No, 10, 51-100; on sugars above No. 10 and 
not above No. 13, 66-100; on sugars above No. 
13 and not above No. 16, 68-100; on sugars 
above No. 16 and not above No. 20, 81-100. It 
will be seen that the reduction on the highest 
grade is twice as large as that on the lowest 
grade. | 

THERE IS MUCH OPPOSITION

THE TAX BILL 

was then taken up, and Mr. Bayard reviewed 
and criticised the measure. He said for the 
first time in the 6 of the country the 
Senate had originated a bill to change the 
tariff, because party exigency demanded it. 
He asked if it was zuch an equivalent and 
reasonable measure of relief to the masses of 
the American people as it was now admitted 
it was their right to receive. ‘There was not 
a diminution of one farthing in the cost of 
collecting the internal revenue, and the cum- 
bersome machinery of the Bureau of Internal 
Taxation stood undiminished. Coming to the 

roposition to give the Secretary of the 

‘reasury discretion in the use of the 
polariscope in testi sugars, he said it 
was contended that this amendment would 
reduce taxation. He denied it. It took off 
the 25 per cent ad valorein, but at the same 
time it introduced a test which would 
render that reduction nugatory void. 
Mr. Sherman had asserted that there was not 
the slightest question but a reduction of 2 
per cent would throw off between $9,000,000 
and $10,000,000 of taxation, The bill, said Mr.

Twenty dol- 
lars per ton was a higher rate today 
than $28 in 1870, when the rate had been es- 
tablished. Mr. Sherman had maintained that 
the reduction proposed in the bill wouid 
make a sharp competition between the man- 
ufacturers in this country and the manufact- 
urers in Europe. The “hoop-iron ” provis- 
ion, Mr. Bayard said, was simply a doubling 
of the present duty on all cotton ties and 
the taking of $700,000 annually from the 
pockets of cotton-growers. It was an abuse 
of the exercise of the taxing power to do this 
thing. It was not laid for revenue; it was 


not laid for public use, but for private ad- 


vantage. Mr. Bayard then passed on to a 
general review and criticism of the present 
tariff system, to show that it had passed from 
being a tariff for revenue to being a tariff for 
protection. 

PROTECTION SHOULD BE AN INCIDENT, 
not a principle, and it was to protection as a 
principle he attributed the limited market 
tor American manufactures and the vonse- 
quent labor strikes which were today organ- 
ized throughout the country. If he were 
right the change could not come too soon 
that would give to American manufactures 
an outlet for their production, and in that way 
enable them to give their laborers steady em- 
ployment and prevent a recurrence of 
those labor agitations which periodically 
disturbed the country. He was not 
in favor of any violent or hasty overthrow 
of a vested interest, but he was in favor of 
lightening the burdens of taxation and 
thereby giving to American manufacturers 
an extended market, and to the products of 
Ameriean labor an oppurtunity to compete 
on terms reasonably equal with the product 
of foreign labor. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Bayard’s speech 
the bill was read for Amendment. 

Mr. Beck offered an amendment reducing 
10 cents per pound the tax on manufactured 
tobaceo.

THE SENATE NAVAL COMMITTEE 
added the following amendment to the Naval 
Appropriation bill as received from the 
Houset 

“That hereafter the provisions of the laws 
retiring officers ot the navy shail apply to 
all officers on the active list thereof; provided 
that the Admiral and Vice-Admirai shall not 
be retired before reaching the age of 64, and 
that the Admiral shall retire on the 
full pay of his grade> and Sec. 1,461 
of the Revised Statutes allowing promo- 
tions of officers on the retired list and an 
act entitled * Relating to the promotion of 
Commodores on the retired list of the navy,’ 
approved Angust 15, 1876, are hereby re- 
pealed.”” The House appropriated in the 
aggregate $15,351,906, and this amount has 
been increaséd about $70,000 by the Senate 
Committee. The vrincipal items of Increase 
are $50,000 for general maintenanee of yards 
the docks and $15,000 for beginning the 
transfer to copper plates of 580 photo-litho- 
graphie charts. 

THE CONFERENCE COMMITTEE 

on the Legislative, Executive, and Judicial 
Appropriation bill failed to reach an agree-

ANOTHER SILLY CHAPTER IN A DISGUSTING 
FARCE.

WasuHINGTonN, D. C., July 14.— The grand 
jury came into court this morning and stated 
they had examined the evidence, and had no 
indictments to find, and they were adjourned 
until Oet.

PLAYING NATIONALITY.

almost anything. It is not a bopeful thing that 
Mr. Davitt should propose the formation of an 
“Irish-American Federal Couneil.“ composed of 
members elected by State conventions, organ- 
ized with President, Vice-President, * Central 
Executive for administration of the affairs of 
the Council and tor correspondence, etc., Na- 
tional Treasurer, constitution for each State and 
for the Federal Council—in short, a little alien 
imperium in enperio. This is very Lrish, very un- 
American, and quite ubjectionable.—Springfed 
(Mass.) Republican. 


It does the best of persons good to have it 
shown to them occasionally how they appear 
to others, and the Irish-American chieftains 
are no exceptions to the universal rule. 
Carrying on a war for national independence 
in a foreign and distant country without 
army or navy, without government, and 
with only such money as may be voluntarily 
subscribed by people who have long since 
left their native land with no purpose to re- 
turn toit, to the great majority of mankind 
looks very much like child’s play. It is well 
if plain practical men do not sometimes go 
further ana imagine that there is sometimes 
a waste of means that might find more 
profitable employment. ‘The story of Ire- 
land’s wrongs and sufferings has been well 
advertised, and the ears and hearts of the 
American people have always been open to 
all appeals for sympathy and for material aid. 
No appeal has ever been made to them in 
vain, 

American sympathy for Ireland and the 
Irish has been confined to no section of the 
country or to any one class of the people, 
and thousands have forborne criticism of acts 
and speeches which they have not been able 
to approve. It has not been so very long 
since armed and military expeditions were 
fitted out in this country directed against the 
British colonists in Canada. Those expedi- 
tions were practically piratical, and punish- 
able as such, and had the people of this 
country been disposed to severity those en- 
gaged in theia might have been subjected to 
extreme penalties. That was the first at- 
tempt to erect an Irish Republic on the soil 
of the United States, and operate from these 
shores an independent national Government 
against Great Britain. The American peo- 
ple, tolerating as an act of madness that 
which was wholly unjustifiable, laughed at 
the folly of the Irish-American Republic. 

It is unquestionably true that the subscrip- 
tion of money by the Irish of this country 
for political purposes in Ireland has always 
been prolific. When famine or suffering has 
sent forth its appeal the whole people of this 
land have sent food, clothing, and comforts. 
During other years the Irish in America 
have been sending their earnings to pay the 
outward passage of kindred to these shores, 
or money to parents or relatives in Ireland 
to pay the rent of the few acres on which so 
much depended. But in addition to all this 
there has been a steady stream of money 
given from the earnings of the poor in this 
country to be expended for so-called patri- 
otic purposes in Ireland. The supply of 
money for these purposes is obtained ex- 
clusively from the Irish in this country. 
While the American people can understand 
and applaud the motives which induce these 


people to send relief to those in Ireland suf- 


fering from want, it must be remembered 
that there is a much feebler admiration and 
a feebler respect for the perpetual process of 
handing round the hat to give secret funds 
for the secret services of professional pa- 
triots. 

The Land League in Ireland has several 
thousand families depending upon the pro- 
ductions of a few acres of land for the means 
of subsistence, but far in excess of the means 
of the league are the demands for rent, which 
has to be paid to save these people from 
eviction and the almshouse. The relief of 
these people by enabling them to pay rent 
and get occupation and possession of the soll 
and the means of obtaining food is an object 
which appeals to every sensible, practical 
American. No relief of the people can have 
any permanent character unless ob- 
tained through the distribution of 
land among the peasant proprietors. 
While this land measure was pending 
the British Parliament was brought to a total 
suspension of business by the most shocking 
homicides, and the necessity of extreme 
legislation for placing Ireland under a tur- 
ther strain of martial law. For three months 
has all progress on the land question been 
arrested to consider further laws for the 
summary repression of crime. Pending this 
long delay, evictions go on, and the outcasts 
from the land are increasing in numbers and 
in destitution, , 

In the meantime the Irish Government is 

posing to make its various’ branches 
— in this country. If Ireland is to be 
independent of England, and the two coun- 
tries are to separate, then there must event- 
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ually be two Governments. With all things 
relating to this Irish independent Govern- 
ment, organized and operated in this coun- 
try, the American people wish to have 
nothing to do: they want it to be Irish and 
not American, and it cannot be both. 
Americans can have nothing to do with it, 
and aliens have no moral or legal right to 
operate an alien Government hostile to a 
nation with which we are at peace on this side 
of the ocean. In that alien Government the 
American people have no concern. Those 
who levy its taxes, collect and disburse its 
revenue, legislate for it, and exercise its ex- 
elusive duties, cannot do so as American cit- 
izens, without renouncing their citizenship 
or forfeiting it. The American people do 
not approve any citizenship which is not 
real and genuine. They want no pretenses 
and no shams. If the process of milking the 
Irish in America of all the money that can 
be got out of them is to go on, very well; let 
the money be sent, every dollar of it, to Irish- 
men who are in Ireland, and not to men who 
are not Irish, or who pretend tobe Ameri- 
cans in the United States. If there is to be 
an Irish Government in this country, let it 
be composed exclusively of Irishmen, and 
not of Americans who expect to live and feast 
on the contributions for Ireland.

THE OAIRO pepe a ONAL CONVEN- 
TION 

The Republican Congressional Conven- 
tion of the Twentieth IIlinois District which 
has been in session at Cairo for the last two 
days has reflected no credit upon anybody 
who has taken part in it. The contest for 
the nomination was acrimonious. John R. 
Thomas, the present Congressman, was a 
candidate for renomination. He had several 
opponents, but outside of Alexander 
County the opposition was fair and com- 
paratively good-natured. In Alexander 
County, of which Cairo is the county-seat, 
the canvass was bitter and relentiess. The 
anti-Thomas men in this county selected as 
their candidate a Mr. Damron. When 
the County Convention met a majority of the 
prima-facie delegates were for Damron, 
The partisans of Thomas alleged that the 
primaries were not fairly heid, and that some 
of the pretended Damron delegates were not 
duly elected. This claim was not allowed; 
the convention divided, and two sets of dele- 
gates were sent both to the State and to the 
Congressional Conventions. The State Con- 
vention admitted the Damron delegates, The 
Congressional Convention was called upon 
to decide the whole question co“ Thurs- 
day. 

If the contest had been fairly fought out 
to the end, and either set of delegates had 
been seated by a decisive vote, there would 
be no question as to the duty of the defeated 
party to accept the result in good faith. But 
matters were unexpectedly complicated by 
the refusal of the temporary Chairman to 
recognize the right of the delegates to vote 
as individuals. The Committée on Creden- 
tials reported in favor of seating the Thomas 
delegates. A Damron man moved to substi- 
tute the minority for the majority report. 
When the roll was called on this motion, 
the Chairman of the Johnson County dele- 
gation reported the vote of that county as 
yeas 15, nays none. Six of the delegates 
arose and said that they had been incorrectly 
reported. The temporary Chairman of the 
convention refused to recognize anybody 
from Johnson County but the Chairman of 
the delegation; and, amidst the greatest con- 
fusion, the whole vote was recorded in favor 
of seating the Damron delegates. The mo- 
tion was carried by 80 to 70. If the six pro- 
testing members had been permitted to vote 
as they saw fit it would have been lost by 74 
to 76. The organization of the convention 
and probably the choice of a candidate hinged 
upon that one decision. 

There can be no question that the action of 
the Chairman in denying to the six Johnson 


| County delegates the right to vote on a 


question of organization as they saw fit was 
a rank usurpation of power. The delegates 
were instructed, it was claimed, to vote asa 
unit for Damron. But this instruction did 
not extend to the preliminary votes or 
organization, and even if it had so extended 
it could not be the duty of the temporary 
Chairman to entoree it. The Ohicago Na- 
tional Convention decided once for all that it 
is not the duty or right of Republican con- 
ventions to recognize or give effect to the in- 
structions of primary bodies. lf county or 
State conventions wish to impose instruc- 
tions upon delegates appointed by them, 
within the limit of their power, they may do 
so; but if these instructions are violated, 
they have no remedy except against the in- 
dividual. To assert the contrary principle is 
to deny free ageney to the delegates. The 
only way to have instructions obeyed is to 
select men who will voluntarily be bound by 
them. 

It will be a great misfortune if the Repub- 
lican party shall lose the Cairo district 
through internal strife. The district was 
with difficulty redeemed from the Democracy 
in 1878 Capt. Thomas has since represented 
it worthily, increasing h!s majority in 1880 to 
1,700. If we understand the merits of the 
contest now between the Thomas and Dam- 
ron men it is, to put it bluntly, simply one 
of spoils. Which side is right, if either, as to 
the number of colored men Thomas has ap- 
pointed is not a material question. It would 
be much better for the party, on general 
principles, that both candidates should be 
retired than that party success should be in 
the slightest degree imperiled. 

Shortly after midnight this morning Capt. 
Thomas was renominated.

THE OFFICIOUS AMERICAN EAGLE. 

In spite of the appalling character of the 
disaster that has overtaken Alexandria, 
which, after being exposed to the terrible 
fire of the English vessels, was needlesly 
aud inhumanly turned over to the tender 
mercies of Bedouins and prison convicts 
let loose by Arabi Bey, one can hardly view 
the attitude of the United States toward 
Egypt without feeling it borders largely 
upon comedy, if not upon farce, and all the 
more humerous in character because of the 
fuss made about it by some of the European 
Powers. Three American vessels were 
among the spectators, Admiral Nicholson 
commanding. They came there to see what 
was going on, and, so far as England was 
concerned, had complimentary tickets to the 
performance. Until the curtain rose they 
occupied front seats with as much confidence 
and pride as if they were real war 
vessels, like the others. They even called 
attention to the fact that they were there by 
notifying the Arabs that if they fired at them 
they would return it—a threat which must 
have occasioned more dis.nay among Arabi 
Bey’s followers than the ultimatum of Ad- 
miral Seymour, or the subsequent bombard- 
ment of his vessels, as they did not fire at the 
American vessels at all, which may have 
been due to the fact that after the bombard- 
ment commenced they had to take back 
seats out of range, and consequently were 
not there to be firea at. There must have 
been a sigh of relief all the way from Fort 
Ada to Fort Mex, and from the harem to 
Pompey’s Pillar, as the Arabs realized that 
those fearful floating fortresses sailed away 
where they could do no harm. The feeling 
of relief, however, we can assure the Arabs, 
was a mutual one. It is possible that 
if the American vessels had opeued 
fire, Ezypt would have lost not only Alex- 
andria, but the Pyramids, and the Sphinx, 
and all the mummies of the Pharaohs and 


Ptolemies, and the Dese 
have suffeted also, but it is certain that if 
one of their forts had accidentally opened 
on our vessels the Unitell States in a few 
minutes would have had nothing to repre- 
sent a Mediterranean squadron except a few 
floating spars and splinters. 

Let us give our navy credit, however, for 
its courage, and for acting as if it were a real 
navy that could do something. It did sue- 
ceed in making its voice heard, for when the 
action was all over in sailed the American 
vessels, and they gallantly and proudly 
steamed round every English vessel and 
saluted each one. They have g calibre of 
armament sufficient to fire a salute at least; 
and as Arabi Bey’s retreating forces heard 
the boom of the American guns how 
thankful ‘they must have felt that 
the American Admiral had warned them in 
time not to fire on his vessels! The Amer- 
ican people received the intelligence of their 
Admiral’s notification with pride, but with 
how much more pride does it view its three 
vessels sailing around each English vessel 
and saluting it, and how much it reminds 
them of a pack of small boys lionizing and 
patronizing a big bully who has just licked a 
boy smaller than himself! But the hardest 
pang is the announcement that Germany and 
some of the other Rowers have taken it ill 
that the American vessels were there at all! 
Do not let them go too far, and provoke the 
American navy. 

Nicholson is not the only one who 
has stirred up the effete monarchies. lew 


Wallace is at it also, for while this rumpus is 


going on he is continually closeted with the 
Sultan, and Russians, Germans, Austrians, 
Frenchmen, Englishmen, Itallans, and, for 
aught we know, the Hottentots, Patagoni- 
ans, Esquimaux, and other foreigners are all 
torn up about it. There are numerous good 
reasons, however, which may account for the 
sudden friendship between Wallace and the 
Sultan. It is altogether probable that the 
Sultan is lonesome“All the people with 
whom he would like to associate are sitting 
in the conference in his own city. He would 
not attend it because he thonght they didn’t 
want him, and as Lew Wallace is the only 
disengaged foreigner, and has nothing else 
to do to take up his time, aud is a good fel- 
low besides, is it any wonder that the Sultan 
likes to have him run around to the palacein 
the morning and spend the day over tobacco 
and coffee, or go out to ride (Wallace is a 
judge of horse flesh, as witness his chariot 
race in“ Ben Hur”) or go fishing on the 
Bosphorus with him in his cacique? It is 
lonesome times for the Sultan, and 
he knows not what a day may 
bring forth. Wallace is an interesting man 
and a good talker, He likes tobacco and cof- 
fee, and is sufficiently luxurious to enjoy 
himself cross-legged on a Turkish rug 
served by a houri. He is sufficient of a gen- 
tleman to be trusted about the harem. He 
is a royal good fellow, and he represents a 
country that is not mixed up in the Eastern 
question; consequently the Sultan can talk 
freely with him without danger of being 
misunderstood. Wallace also has literary 
aspirations, and has written at least one suc- 
ceasful book upon an Oriental subject. May 
he not be ehgaged upon ahother, with the 
Sultan as collaborateur—asertof Erekmann- 
Chatrian affair—some thrilling tale of the 
harem from official sources, or some story of 
the far-away East, full of bulbuls, lutes, 
attar of roses, kiosks, giaours, bowstrings, 
champaks, sandalwood, narghiles, etc. ? 
The Sultan knows that Lew Wallace has no 
designs upon his preperty. Why should he 
not want to have him call frequently and 
talk with him? Why should the other Euro- 
pean Powers be jealous? And what if they 
are? As Admiral Nicholson said: “Jf you 
fire at us we shall return it.“ 


THE LAW wees er ASSESS- 


The latest phase 3 7 agitation over the 
political assessment wide by the Congres- 
sional Campaign Committee is furnished in 
a letter written by Mesers. Wheeler and 
Whitridge, attorneys for the Civil-Service 
Reform Association, to Mr. Hubbell in reply 
to the latter’s recent communication to Mr. 
George William Curtis, It will be remem- 
bered that the correspondence between 
Messrs. Hubbell and Curtis was directed, at 
the suggestion of the latter, toward a test 
case which should determine the application 
of the law to contributions: made to and at 
the solicitation of Congressmen, It was 
supposed by the officers and attorneys of the 
Civil-Service Reform Association that Mr. 
Hubbell would agree to a made-up case 
which would serve to obtain from. the 
United States Circuit Court a decision on 
the point in issue, and one of his 
letters to Mr. Curtis was construed to assent 
to such an arrangement. But Mr. Hubbell 
took the ground in his final letter that, hay- 
ing been a party to the solicitation of contri- 
butions from the Government employés, he 
cannot consistently consent to the prosecu- 
tion of an employé who has responded to his 
own invitation. He intimated, however, that, 
once he had made the asséssment, he is 
equally guilty under the law (if the law ap- 
plies at all to the Congressional assess ment), 
and that suit ought to be brought against 
him. To this the attorneys of the association 
have now replied to Hubbell that he has not 
done what he said he would do, and they 
make the point that, though the law may not 
reach him, it does apply to Government em- 
ployés who have contributed to the Con- 
gressional campaign fund. The following 
extract from their letter describes the posi- 
tion they take: 


We beg also, in order that you may not fall 
into further confusion as to the pusition of the 
Civil-Service Reform Association with reference 
to this law, to state to you again precisely what 
we suppose its effect to be, It prohibits ail ex- 
ecutive officers or empioyés not appointed by 
and with the advice of the Senate from ving 
money “ to any other orficer of the Governmen 
for political purposes.

“any otner officer of the Government we sup- 
pose that the statute probibits all such executive 
ofticers and . from giving to any other 
officer of any kin whether executive, legis- 
lative, or judicial, civil or military, and as we 
suppose that you are a legislative officer of the 
Government it probibits them from paying to 
you, and if any of them do pay to you they are 
guilty of a misdemeanor under this statute, and 
are to be dismissed from the service and fined. 
Ithas never been contended that you or your 
associates are in any way liable under this 
Statute, unless possibly you are indictabie as an 
accessory before the fact, consequently your al- 
lusion to a tegt as to whether you are “ equally 
responsible with any contributor” ww frivoioug, 


If this point be well made, the only course 
open to the associaiion is to institute a suit 
against some Government employé who has 
susberibed the 2 per cent of his salary re- 
quested by the Congressignal Committee, 
At the same time, every body will be impressed 
with the unfairness of a law which wil) 
reach the victims of a Cungressional assess- 
ment of Government employés but will hold 
guiltless those who cominand them to 

“stand and deliver.” It is very elear that, 
if Congress has any desire to suppress the 
practice of political assessment, the law must 
be materially enlarged im its terms. If u 


test be made and it shall be decided that the 


law condemns Government employés to a 
heavy fine for contributing iu obedience to a 
Congressional circular, but still permits 
Congressmen to betray the employes 
into this breachot law, then it is 
so unjust as to be a disgrace to 
the Government, and might better be 
repealed altogether than be permitted to 
remain on the statute-books. If, on the 
other hand, the courts shall decide that 
neither Congressmen by requesting, nor ein- 
ployés by giving in response to Congressional 
request, come within the scope of thie hw as 
it now stands, then the law is a mere farce

PROGRESS IN JUPITER. 

We print in another column a valhable 
contribution to astronomy from Prof. Hough, 
the Director of the Dearborn Observatory. 


It appears that during the past three years 


there has been an enormous red spot on the 
surface of the planet Jupiter, which has 
been an object of great interest to astrono- 
mers. It may rightly be called an 
enormous spot, since it is 30,000 miles 
in length and 8,000 in breadth. Dur- 
ing the last three months the planet 
has been too near the sun for successful ob- 
servation, and the scientists have been anx- 
lously waiting for the sun to get out of the 
way to see if the red spot, like the United 
States flag on Fort McHenry, was still 
there.” From Prof. Hoagh’s letter it ap- 
pears that it is yet in existence, and still of 
the same majestic proportions, though it has 
shifted its longitude 40,000 miles, The the- 
ory has been advanced that this spot is the 
solid portion of the planet, but the sugges- 
tion of the Professor is that it is an immense 
floating island of semi-cool matter resting on 
a liquid incandescent ocean surrounding the 
planet. From which one might draw 
the inference that Jupiter is grad- 
ually cooling off, as the earth on 
which we stand once did, and that in the 
course of time this floating island will be- 
come firm land. It appears also that other 
changes are going on in the planet which 
are eminently desirable if it is to become the 
home of beings like ourselves. Its period of 
rotation on its axis is, it seems, gradually 
increasing. It now whirls around once in 
every nine hours fifty-five minutes and a 
half. The period, however, is gradually in- 
creasing at the rate of one five-hundredth of 
a second dally. One can see the disadyan-

THE LESSON OF —— RENOMINA- 
TION 

The renomination of the Hon. Joseph G. 
Cannon for Congress by the Republicans of 
the Fourteenth Lilinois District was a wise 
and graceful act. Mr. Cannon is now serv- 
ing his fifth term in Congress. He is the old- 
est member of Congress from Lilinoig in 
point of continuous service. His fidelity and 
natural abilities have gained for him a good 
position in the House. Asa member of the 
Committee on Appropriations during the 
present session he had charge of the great 
Legislative, Executive, and Judicial Avpro- 
priation bill, which provides for the payment 
of the civil service, and his management of 
it was so skillful as to excite the admiration 
of the oldest members on both sides of the 
House. Mr. Cannon is also Chair- 
man of the Committee on Expendi- 
tures in the Post-Office Department. He 
was formerly Chairman of the Committee 
on Post-Offices and Post-Roads, and stil has 
influence in shaping legislation relating to 
the Post-Office Department. Mr. Cannon’s 
experience as a banker has enabled him to 
take an intelligent part in the discussion of 
measures relating to the National-banking 
system. He succeeded by his personal in- 
fluence in securing the adoption of an amend- 
ment to the bill extending charters, though 
his proposition had not even been consid- 
ered in eommittee. 

The Congressional career of Mr. Cannon 
contains a lesson for the voters of this State 
which we hope they will be able to improve. 
It is this: that, other things being equal, a 
man’s influence and usefulness in Congress 
are proportionate to his length of service. 
Of course, a very dull man or a rogue may 
be in Congress for a lifetime without reflect- 
ing honor upon himself or his constituents. 
But given a man of fair average abilities, 
who is sincerely anxious to do the right 
thing, and is faithful in the perfotmance of 
his duties, and the chances are that in four 
or five terms he will have attained a position 
of prominence in the House. In one term a 
member can scarcely master the .rules and 
methods of procedure. In his second term he 
can only become known as one who prom- 
ses well. In his third term he may justly 
claim his reward in a committee Chairman- 
ship or a place on the Appropriations or 
Ways and Means Committee by virtue of 
seniority, if no other reason. He then has a 
large acquaintance in Washington, a prac- 
tical knowledge of all the legislation that has 
been before the House for several years, and 
is familiar with the rules and customs of the 
House. In short he has acquired the art of 
doing things, or, what is still better, the art 
of having things done for him by others. 

Mr. Cannon has been fortunate in his con- 
stituents, They have not pestered him for 
appointments. There are not above half a 
dozen men from his district in Washington. 
He has been able to convince them in some 
way that no calling is so deadening and de- 
structive of youthful ambition and individ- 
uality as that of a clerk in one of the Goy- 
ernment offices at Washington. Of late 
years he has had no post-office fignts 
in bis district. If Mr. Sherwin and Capt. 
Thomas had been equally fortunate they 
would have been renominated without oppo- 
sition. They are both good members. Either 
of them in future terms of service would 
have been a man of mark in the House. But 
they are to be rotated out, because there 
are not five post-offices apiece in Elgin and 
Cairo, They. had no option but to appoint 
one man and make four enemies. Thus the 
debauching of the civil service, which has 
been principally caused by the urgency of 
Congressmen, has returned to plague its in- 
ventors, Undoubtedly, if members of Con- 
gress were deprived of the right even of 
making recommendations for office their 
own terms of office would be longer and their 
service in every way more honorable to 
themselves and more useful to their people. 

The idea that members of Congress hold 
their places by way of reward for their per- 
sonal conduct or party activity is demoraliz- 
ing in the last degree. Yet it is the basis of 
the theory of rotation in office which has ob- 
tained a firm hold in some States. In New 
Jersey, for example, the rule is “two terms 
and out,” and the same holds good in some 
districts of Ohio. The true principle is, that 
the member is a public servant, and should 
be constantly reélected as long as he repre- 
sents his people well. The application of 
this principle in New Engiand has given the 
Representatives from that section an influ- 
ence out of proportion to their numbers. In 
the South before the War, and to a great ex- 
tent still, members were returned without 
opposition Inside their own party lines as 
long as they behaved themselves. The most 
illustrious men in Congress have been dis- 
tinguished for long terms of service, and 
their fame was largely due to the 
generous confidence their constituents 
reposed in them in the early days of their 
public life. To go back no further, Gen. 
Garfield was elected for nine terms, and 
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resented the same district | 
years. Senator Allison, of 48 Benator- 
elect Wilson, and ex-Secretary Blaine were 
colleagues of Mr. Garfield in the early days, 
and all worked their way up through years 
of Congressional life. If any of them had 
been “ rotated “ out at the end of two terms 
of service, he might never have been heard 
of again asa public man. Elihu B. Wash- 
burne represented the Galena district of IIIl- 
nois in Congress for eighteen years. 

Instances of long service attended with 
honor and usefulness might be multiplied 
indefinitly. But the facta are sufficiently 
obvious. When a district gets a good man— 
one of whose ability and integrity it is satis- 
fied—it treats him and itself unfairly in dis- 
placing him for a novice. If the member is 
incompetent or corrupt the duty of retiring 
him is imperative, and cannot be performed 
too promptly. But there should be no other 
tests Imposed upon a faithful member seek- 
ing renomination than these: Ishe tit? Is 
he honest? 


CRIME IN CHICAGO, 

There is an impression abroad that Chicago 
is a city speciaily notorious for murder and 
other deeds of violence. And whenever it 
has happened that two or more murders have 
occurred at about the same time the Chicago 
newspapers have said so much about the 
“carnival of crime” and the “unchecked 
reign of bloodshed” as to give some rea- 
son for this impression. Yet the fact is, that, 
so faras murder at least is concerned, the 
record of Chicago is nota bed one. During 
the present year it has been exceptionally 
good. There happened last week to be an 
accumulation of horrors, but prior to that 
there were long stretches of inactivity among 
the murderers. 

The first case occurring this year was that 
of Officer Huebner, who was shot by a rough 
by the nameof Tracy, who has since been 
convicted and sentenced to be hanged. The 
next, which can hardly be included in the 
category, is that of a half-crazy man by the 
name of Robinson, who shot a woman who 
would not marry him, and who then kiiled 
himself. An Ohioan by the name of Will. 
who killed a person whom he had the impres- 
sion was going to rob him, is still in jail, but 
is not expected to live, and will, if tried, be 
found insane, which he probably is. The 
saloonkeeper Stecher, who shot a drunk- 
en man in a West Lake street sa- 
loon, probably without much justifica- 
tion except his own fears, has been 
tried and the jury disagreed, The 
probabilties are that he will never he con- 
victed except perhaps of manslaughter. ‘The 
other instances, which have come very close 
together, are those of Hugh Ward, who died 
as the result of injuries received at the hands 
of four unknown thugs; of a young fellow 
named Powers, who was stabbed by a man 
named Condon, not yet arrested; of Joel 
Prescott, the bathkeeper, whose murdérers 
are yet undiscovered; of the Ottawa glass- 
blower, who died as the result of injuries of 
the head inflicted by some unknown ns; 
and of the woman Madelaine Sturla, who 
murdered Charles Stiles, but who =) prob- 
ably escape with a very light degree of 
punishment. 

There have been one or two other cases 
which at the time they occurred were 
spoken of as murders, but which in the light 
of a fuller investigation turned out not to be 
so. There was a special policeman at Evans- 
ton who tried to arrest a fellew and shot 
him because he ran away, in whose case the 
grand jury found no bill; and there was also 
awoman of the town named Helbrook, who, 
ina drunken affray, killed an equally dis- 
reputable woman, and who was also dis- 
charged by the grand jury. There were one 
or two other persons who were charged with 
manslaughter, like the conductor of the 
South Side street-railway car. whose negli- 
gence caused the death of Mrs. Lancaster; 
and the special watchman of the Lake Shore 
Railroad, who shot a thief whom he caught 
with some plunder in his possession. It is 
not likely, however, that either of per- 


sons will be indicted, or, if indicted, be se- 


verely punished. 

This record is not disereditable to the peace 
of a community of over 700,000 peopie—for it 
covers all Cook County. There have been 
during the first six months of the year only 
six absolute murders, or one in every 116,000 
people. There are few cities in the country 
which can make as good a showing as this.

GEN. MACPHERSON., 
THE COMMANDER OF THE ENGLISH INVAD 
ING FORCE FROM INDIA. 
Toronto Globe. 

There are few more popular officers in the 
Indian army than Sir Herbert T. Macpner- 
son. A scion of the celebrated house of 
Ciueny Macpherson, in the Spey Valley of 
Lochaber, the beauties of which are still 
sung by many an emigrant in the singulariy 
plaintive wail known as “Lochaber No 
More,” an air which in the British Highland 
regiments occasionally changes place in the 
regular funeral marches with the Flowers 
of the Forest” and the “Dead March in 
Saul.” Herbert Macpherson entered the 
British army at an early age, and soon saw 
service in the troubles which spread like 
wildfire through Hindostan, when the 
flames. of the great mutiny first broke 
out in the cantonments of Meean- 
Meer in 1857. Joining the Indian staff 
corps—a system which it would be next to 
impossible to describe as compared with the 
regular East India military service, although 
its essential element is that an officer belong- 
ing to it may qualify both for the military 
and lucrative civil service-—Herbert Mac- 
pherson rose rapidly in fayor with Lord 
Napier, of Magdala (formerly Sir R. Napier) 
and other Commanders-in-Chief in India. 
In March, 1872, he was ranked as a Colonel, 
much about the same time as Sir Richard 
Meade, Knight of the Star of India, who 
won fame first. as the capturer of the rebel 
Tautia Topee in the jungles of Central India, 
and afterward as the Political Resident of 
Baroda at the time when, five years ago, 
Mulharrao Gaekwar, a Mahratta Prinee rul- 
ing 4,000,000 people, was pul upon his trial 
for attempting to poison Colonel, now Gen- 
eral, Phayre, with 

ARSENIC AND DIAMOND DUST. 

This trial was the same in which Serjt. 
Balantine earned within a month’s time his 
remarkable fee of £10,000, or $50,000, as ad- 
vocate for the Gaekwar’s defence. In 1880, 
after the first Afghan campaign of 1578-’s0, 
Col. Macpherson was promoted to the Major- 
n while he was in command of 
the divisional staff of the Bengal army. It 
was while he was on duty 13 * the At- 
ghan campaign of 1880 that Mr. Yates, of 
the London World, got off a somewhat hu- 
morous story with regardto him and his 
regiment. It appears that e London 
Standard had telegraphed to its correspond— 
ent, Macpherson, in the Koorum Valley with 
Gen. Roberts, to proceed at once to Zulu- 
land. This telegram, by some mistake, was 
sent, not to the corres ndent, but to Gen. 
Macpherson, in the Khyber Fass. The lat- 
ter telegraphed backward and forward to the 
Government of India and the War Uffice in 
London, wishing to know whether he was to 
take his Bengal regiment with him to the 
Cape. His nervous and telegraphic excite- 
ment lasted for eignt days, and when he dis- 
covered that all the time the telegram had 
been meant only fora correspondent of the 
same name he breke down in a melancholy 
agony.

HE SEEMED INDIFFERENT 
to these reproaches, and clung tenaciously 
to his place on the Treasury bench, although 
for some time he has been little morethan a 
spectator of the parliamentary battle. 
W hen the resolution to bombard Alexandria 
was first made known, the Conserva- 
tive and “ peace-at-any-price” members 
asked, somewhat  derisiyely, if Mr. 
Bright were still a member of the Cabinet, 
and some rather coarse jokes were circulated 
on the benches about. the Quaker Minister 
lovingg flice better than principle, The con- 
sequences of the bombardment, however, 
revived all his abhorrence to bloodshed and 
violence, and Mr, Bright severed to day his 
ministerial connection with his life-long 
political friends.

DEVICES TO AVOID THE REQUIREMENTS OF 
THE LAW. | 
_ Sdectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, July 14.--Mr. William Dowd, 
Chairman of the Clearing-House Committee, 
issued a call yesterday for a meeting to be 
held tomorrow by the Clearing-House Asso- 
ciation to consider what action. if any, is 
necessary with reference to the clause in the 
bill recently passed by Congress relative to 
the use of silver certificates in the settlement 
of balances at the clearing-house. The bank 
charter law’s provisions in regard to silver 
certificates created littie discussion in finan- 
cial circles compared with that which was 
produced by the sections of the 
bill prohibiting the overcertification of 
checks by National banks. The stock 
brokers whose interests are largest in this 
matter were loud and bitter in their com- 
plaints.

Carmo, III., July 14.—The Congressional 
Convention sat up until 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and then broke up in the wildest confa- 
sion and disorder. Thenarrative of the pro- 
ceedings up to the time your correspondent 
was pre¢luded from sending anything further 
broke off in the wildest discussion of the 
question of substituting the minority for the 
majority report of the Committee on Creden- 
tials. The motion, if carried, meant the 
seating of the anti-Thomas or Damron dele- 
gation from Alexander County. J. J. Bird, 
who had the floor at 1 o’clock and kept 
it half an hour or more, took up 
the time very largely in replying 
to Mr. Erwin’s claim that 700 colored nen in 
Cairo were against Ihomas. According to 
Bird, the majority of the colored men loved 
him better than they loved themselves, and 
the opposicion all came from a few soreheads 
who were disappointed over his appoint- 
ments of colored men to office, From this 
oh this discussion took a wide range, and 
turned on Thomas' merits and demerits, as 
seen from the colored folks’ standpoint. 

Jim Scott, the anti-Thomas colored man, 
got back at Bird, whois his business partner. 
in the liveliest style imaginable, and 

THE AMOUNT OF SOILED LINEN 
which was washed and hung out to dry be- 
fore the convention afforded no end of mer- 
riment to the Democratic brethren who were 
present, and who wanted nothing better to 
amuse themselves. The whole thing was 
about as disgraceful as it could well be, but 
the convenvon apparently enjoyed it too 
much to interfere with the procession. Ac- 
cording to Scott his partner was a redhot 
anti-Thomas man until within a month of 
the County Con vention. Then he announced 
that he felt inclined to support Thomas, 
and gradually admitted that the lat- 
ter had done something for him. As for 
the colored appointments, Scott expressed 
himself very well satisfied with them as far as 
they went, but they claimed, as to one of 
them, the colored men owed Senator Logan 
much more than they did Thomas, who had 
backed water and hesitated over it in a way 
that the colored folks despised.

Bird set out to 
reply, and the convention listened to a warm 
denial of the statement that he had started 
a Cairo newspaper for the express purpose of 
defeating Capt. Thomas. Capt. Thomas also 
found an earnest and eloquent advocate in 
Dr. Magee, of Massac, the very able and 
reputable colored man who has been made a 
member-at-large on the new Central Com- 
mittee Dr. Magee sturdily repelled the 
insinuation that Capt. Thomas was not 
the real friend of the colored men, and 
claimed that the colored people of the Twen 
tieth were indebted to him for about all they 
had, and that abuse of one who had be- 
friended the race was cruel and shameful.

Dr. Norris, of Massac, who seemed to have 
been sitting up all night and imbibing some- 
thing stronger than ice water, excited! 
charged the Chair with perpetrating a fraud. 

Brown, of Massac, and the other anti- 
Thomas leaders tried to shut him up, but he 
went on bawling out his abuse of the Chair 
and mixing it with a deal of disgusting pro- 
fanity, which the Chair and the Thomas 
people around him were powerless to shut 
off. The roli-call went on, however, and 
Johnson County voted as before. There- 
upon the kickers raised another howl loud 
and long. The Chairman quietly told the 
Johnsonites that they would have to settle 
the question among themselves, but pending 
that, he should take the word of the Chair- 
man of the delegation. There was confusion 
worse confounded, however, when the Chair 
announced himself sustained by a vote of 95 
to 60, and it appeared that the delegates 
from Alexander had voted. Perfect discord 
reigned for the next fifteen minutes. The 
air was thick with protests from the Thomas 
men, and the hall resounded with 


HOOTS, CHEERS, AND HISSES. 

In the midst of it all Norris broke loose 
again and made another indecent exhibition 
of himself. His own side got so disgusted 
with him at last that some of them led him 
out and gave him a chance to cool off. 

Thereupon Mr. Brown got the floor and 
appealed to the Chair to be fair and allow the 
delegates to vote as they chose. No National 
or State convention now sustained the unit 
rule, and it was rg | to attempt it in the 
Twentieth District. Having made his speech, 
Mr. Brown announced that, under the cir- 
cumstances, Massac County must decline to 
vote. Po Pulaski, Randoiph, and Union 
followed suit. 

The Chairman, in announemg the vote, 
said he had tried to rule in accordance with 

arliamentary usage, 

This was received with derision on the 

ti-Thomas side. Johnson County came up 


‘smiling again, and the old question was 


thrashed over and over. In the midst of it 
all Capt. Willis got the floor after a consulta- 
tion with the anti-Thomas leaders, and 
moved to adjourn until 2 o’clock. His ob- 
ject, as he explained it, was to allow the 
yhairmen of the several delegations to get 
together and devise some plan. if possible, 
for conducting the convention in an orderly 
manner instead of as a mob. The sugges- 
tion took, and the convention adjourned for 
dinner. 
AT THE AFTERNOON SESSION 

Mr. Brown got the floor only to report that 
things were as badly muddled as ever. 

The Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion thereupon turned in majority and mi- 
nority reports. The tormer named Judge 
Murphy and the latter Dr. Dyer for perma- 
nent Chairman. The Thomas men resorted 
to parliamentary tactics for a while and suc- 
ceeded in tying up the Chairman in a num- 
ber of decisions, practically precluding the 
right to ask for a verification of the roll, 
either before or after the announcement of a 
vote, and against the right by individual 
delegates to vote for theinselves. Failing to 
secure that right for the six Jolinson County 
kickers, the Thomas men refused to vote. 

After a good deal of skirmishing and no 
end of noise and confusion the minority re- 
port was adopted by the same old vote. 

After this had all been done the anti- 
Thomas men suddenly discovered that they 
had no further objections to the Johnson 
County delegates voting for themselves, and 

raciously yoted for a motion from the 
Thomas side to that effect. 

The Committee on Resolutions made a re- 
port indorsing the platform of the Kepubjic- 
an State Convention, whooping up the Ohio 
and Mississippi River improvement schemes, 
pledging the nominee the hearty support of 
the convention, and deprecat i 
couraging the use of all names 
Republican party into classes.

Johnson County was still to be heard from.

A Genuine Business War Likely to 
Break Out in “hiwaukee Over the 
Sunday Question, ö 

' Special Dispatch to The Cee run. 
_ MILWAUKEE, July 14.—Some weeks ago a 
large nuimber of the leading merchants and 
business-men generaily of this city united in 
addressing a letter to the managers of the 
local theatres requesting a cessation of ail 
theatrical performances on Sunday. This 
action somehow came to be regarded as the 
beginning of a movement to enforce the Sun- 
day laws against all kinds of Sunday amuse- 
meats—including picnics, festivals, etc., at 
the German gardens—all Sunday parades, 
and the keeping open of saloons, etc., on 

Sunday. The German element of Milwau- 

kee’s population has gradually become thor- 

oughly aroused in this matter, and steps are 
now being taken to solidify all opposition to 
the enforcement of the Sunddy laws. 

The belief appears to be general among 
the Germans and their sympathizers that the 
„Sunday movement” will find its way into 
politics, and that if successful in this phase 
of the matter the leaders of the movement 
will stop short of nothing less than such leg- 
islative action in the prohibitory question as 
has recently taken piace in Iowa. This be- 
lief will have a tendency to aid the 0 
crats in the coming Congressional and 
county elections, especially as most of the 
signers of the letter to the theatrical managers 
happened to be Republicans, 

The most important phase of the whole 
matter, however, is now developed in the de- 
termination of the brewers of the city to 
cease patronizing the merchants who signed 
the letter that proved to be the beginning of 
the present excitement.

The Old Proverb Again Proved 
Correct—Murder Will 
Out. 


> 


Assasination of Sophia Dahlberg at the 
Instance of One Perrault, 
Her Lever. 
John Robertson Supplements the Oonfes- 
sion of Robert Hilding. 


There appears to be considerably more in the 
case of the two Swedes held at the West Chicago 
Avenue Station on the confession by one of 
them of a murder committed in Sweden seven 
years ago than was at first belſeved either by the 
police or the reporters. Tur Tatsune of yester- 
day told the story of the arrest of Robert Hild- 
ing and John Robertson by officers of the West 
Chicago Avenue Station. The men were ar- 
rested on suspicion, as it was known that they 
had been concerned in some petty therts, and 
their actions were such as to lead to the beitet 
that they were about some crooked work. When 
brought into the station to be shown to the 
officers, Hilding called Lieut. Steele aside, and 
confessed ta him that he and Robertson had 
killed a woman ia Stockholm at the 
instance of one Perrauit. who paid them 500 rex - 
thaler for the job. The confession of Hilding 
was published yesterday, but Robertson refused 
to say anything about the affair, and during the 
evening twice attempted suicide. The police 
hardiy believed Hiiding’s story, for bogus con- 
fessions of unheard-of crimes are plenty, and 
the newspaper representatives who saw and 
talked with Hiiding were scarcely inclined to 
give much ¢redence to the yarn, especially as 
Robertson képt his mouth shut. 

But the deyelopments made yesterday go far 
to prove the story as origininaliy told, and there 
appears to be no doubt that two of the most vil- 
lainous murderers who ever succeeded for a 
time in evading the course of justice 

ARE AT LAST IN CUSTODY, 
and will be in time delivered up to the authori- 
ties for punishment. A Swede who in 18786 re- 
sided in Stockholm, and who is now in this city, 
confirmed the story of the murder of Sophia 


of her lover Perraultjfor the murder. Perrault 
was tried, but acquitted, and died a year or two 
afterwards. : 


Mr. Peter Svanoe, the Consul of Sweden and 
Norway in this city, Visited the West Chicago 
Avenvye Station yesterday afternoon, and had 
interviews with Both prisoners. Hilding re- 
peated his story readily enough, but Robertson 
was no moré communicative to the Consul than 
be had been to the reporters on the previous 
evening.

contided to a representative of Tar TrRiBuNn®. 

The reporter found Robertson in his cell. Ow- 
ing to his attempts Thursday to commit suicide 
De was bandouffed. He lay upon a bench, and 
seemed indisposed at first either to arise or talk, 
but after atew moments’ conversation and sev- 
eral pertinent inquiries he consented to give his 
version of the story. The reporter assured him 
that the best thing he could do under the cir- 
cumstances, considering that Hilda had - 
ready told his story, was to make a clean breast 
of the whole affair. Under assurances that his 
statement would be given ia full, 

HE SPOKE AS FOLLOWS: 

“My name is John Robertson, and I was born 
at Stockhoim in the year 1860. M, father was a 
school-teacber, and is now living, retired. My 
mother is dead, and I havetwo brothers and a 
sister now liv in Sweden. I have no relatives 
or friends in this country.

St. Louis rates will be six cents 
per 100 pounds. This change, itis claimed, 
has been made for the purpose of equalizing 
the rates via all rail routes. As there is no 
prospect, however, that any of the business 
will go via the all rail routes to Eastern sea- 
board points while the present bigh freight 
rates are maintain the reduction in St.

LITERATURE. 


Mr. Stoddard’s Life of Longfellow. 
Mr. Stoddard’é contribution to the fast-ac- 
cumuilating mass of Longfellow literature is 
by its author termea a mealey in prose and 
verse.” It contains a collection of verses, obit- 
uaries, “tributes,” criticisms,and miscellaneous 
addresses, prefaced by a rapid sketch of Long- 
fellow’s career, with some criticism on bis 
poems. There is also added the best and most 
comprehensive “ Longfellow Bibliography that 
we have yet seen, and also some of the early 
poems suppressed by the author in bis own col- 
lections of his works. There are, in addition, 
some letters from Longfellow to Mr. Stoddard 
which have never been published before. This 
is the third biography of the dead poet issued 
within a year, and we are still inclined to think 
that the first one, Mr. Underwood's, will be 
found the most satisfactory to the general 
reader, Nevertheless, there is much posi- 
tive merit in this work of Mr. Stod- 
dard’s. It is the tribute paid by one 
admiring friends to the virtues of another; it is 
the friendly criticism passed by one poet upon 
another's la ; it is the literary production of 
an author of experience and who isa master of 
the English language, and it contributes some 
new facts and material to what nad already 
been accumulated by his predecessors in the 
field. The best, the authoritative, and the com- 
piete life is yet to be written. Mr. Stoddard 
places a graceful laurel upon the tomb of the 
great t. The volume is readable, and will be 
consulted with profit by other writers. Mr. 
Stoddard's styie is well shown in the following 
extract, written with reference to the publica- 
tion of * Hyperion“ and Voices of the Night: 
“If fame comes because it is deserved, which 
may Or may not be true, assuredly it comes to 
some much sooner than to otbers—much sooner 
to the Byrons than the Wordsworth the Long- 
fellows than the Hawthornes—why, ir con- 
temporaries and rivais do not perceive as clear- 
ly a8 those who come after them. Poor Mr. Poe 
could never understand why Mr. Longfellow was 
a more successful writer than be was. He might 
have discovered the reason, however, if he nad 
looked for it, since it lay upon the surface of the 
American character.

Two Works on Opiam-Smoking. 

Dr. H. H. Kane, who has made a special 
medical study of the bad habits of our people 
with various narcotics, has opened a new sub- 
ject and discovered anew form of dissipation 
dere that we had supposed had only reached us 
amongst the Chinese, who have been so recently 
the subject of special legislation. He finds that 
within the last few years (he says the last six 
years) the vice of opium-smoking bas been 
adopted by some 6,000 American citizens, and 
that their ranks are being constantly recruited 
amongst our countrymen, male and female. 
He also finds that opium-smoking dens abound 
in all our larger cities, and in even the smaller 
towns of the western portion of the United 
States, and that in the Paoific States it is already 
pecoming a matter for State iegisiation. If the 
coming of the Chinese is engrafting upon us 
their vices, which have been supported amongst 
them in their own land by the force of British 
cannon and diplomacy, it is doubly a subject for 
our philanthropists, who are so averse to anti- 
Chinese laws, to consider. All these questions 
are taken up and discussed by Dr. 
Kane in his very readable little 
work, entitled “Opium-Smoking in America 
and China,”’ recently issued from the press of 
Messrs. G. B. Putnam’s Sons, of New York. 
First he gives a statement of the facts ashe has 
found them to be, of the prevalence of 
the vice here, and describes the methods 
of smoking the drug and its immediate 
effects upon the smoker, its general effects 
as seen by themselves and as compared 
with those of the other forms of the opium 
vice, its effects on the various bodily organs and 
functions, and finally the methods of treatment 
he bas found most useful, and the social and 
pulitical bearings of the questions it raises are 
in turn considered. The book ends almost like 
a story, and keeps up its interest to the end; it 
is in its way a model of a popular medical work. 
Yet we can almost wish it was readabie 
and attractive in its style, for their is little real 
gain in popular desoripuons of bad habits, and 
it is possible that the statements of this little 
volume, accurate and scientitic as they doubt- 
less are, may be the introduction of some per- 
sons to a vice that, according to it, is be- 
com one of serious National importance. 
We ar * not think that this country 
will extensively follow the example vf China in 
the prevalence of this form of the opium vice 
but none the less do we disiike to be assured o 
ite introduction here. Dr. Kane is a careful 
medical writer, and what he says on this and al-

A Review of Seite 


ee During the Last 
Hal- atury. 

Messrs. Macmillan & Co., of London and New 
York, have republisted Sir Jonn Lubback’s 
Presidential adaress to the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science at their meeting 
last August, under the title of “Fifty Years of 
Science.” It is an attempt to review the advance 
that bas been made during the past haif-century, 
and as an attempt to di this within the narrow 
limits of a single address occupying only an 
bour or two, it may be said to be fairly suc- 
cessful. Any one, however, who bas kept track 
even in a very rod Poe, general way 
ot the progress of scien iscovery, especiali 
outside of Great Britain, will notice — 
omissions of references to facts which might as 
well have been made as those to many that here 
receive the honor of & notice. There is a sort of 
insular ignorance of all that exists apart from 
the British Islands that is exhibited even b 
Englishmen of science, and the fact that it 1 
ao unconscious iguoranee on their part does not 
very much improve the fact. To be specific, we 
tind that in the present work the important and 
primary part played by Americans in the intro- 
duction of surgical aGesthesia, the inven tion 
of the electric telegraph, and some other mat- 
ters are eitber ignoredor slurred over in such a 
way asto give the impression that it really 
amouts to very little. On the other hand, the 
share of English invesG@gators in the progress of 
sciestific discovery is 1 fairly represented 
so far as it is possible within the necessary 


limits of an address. | 

We do not mean to 8éy that Sir John Lubback 
intended to willfully s t those not of his own 
nationality; be inten probably to makea 
fair and impartial showing at all points. But 
he was speaking to am English audience and 
more or less from au Englishman's point of 
view, and absolute ffeédom' from unconscious 
national prejudice-is found in very few Ru- 
giisnmen. Sir Charles Lyell and the great Dar- 
win were as near to ideal in this res tas 
any of their countrymen. We might easily have 
noticed other points of omission ju this address, 
but enough has been dene in this line, and we 
can eay of it, that on whole, it is, allowing 
for all its defects, a co R statement of 
the scientific progress aperiod that has not 
been equalled in this respect in the history of 
our civilization. 


Memorial History of Boston. 

The fourth and lagt volume of the Memorial 
History of Boston has just been issued by James 
R. Osgood & Co. This partof the work is given 
to the history of the iast 100 years and to special 
topics. The volume ends with a good appendix 
covering the whole work. H.A. Hill sketches 
the trade, commerce,.and navigation of Boston, 
1780-1880; Charles Francis Adams Jr., the canal 
and railroad enterprises; Edward Atkinson, the 
developement of Boston a a manufacturing 
centre: Carroll D. Wright and Horace G. Wallin, 
the industries of the last 100 years: and Josiah 
P. Quincy, the social life of the town. The spe- 
cial topics take a wide range. Justin Winsor 
takes up the libraries; George Ripley and 
George P. Bradford, the philosophic 
thought of Boston; and ere are articles 
on its women, drama, fine arts, music, archi- 
tecture, and science. r. Samuel A. Green, now 
Mayor of the city, deseribes medicine in Boston, 
and Oliver Wendell Holmes supplements bim. 
with additional memorania. Closing this inter- 
esting work are pe rs on the Bench and Bar of 
Boston, by Jonn T. Morse Jr.; its horticulture, by 
Marshal! P. Wilder; and the charities of oston, 
by George 8. Hale. The iliustrations, portraits, 
and autographs are numerous and interesting.

South Mountain 
is one of the ranges of the Blue Ridge chain that 
extends from Virginia and continues into Penn- 
syivania, and has become historic on account.of 
the important battie fought there Sept. 14, 1862, 
when Gen. Reno lost his fe. Mrs. Dahigren 
now owns a 200-acre farm on South Mountain, 
and has for her private residence what was 
formerly a hotei there. The house is the radius 
around which, within @ mile, are to be founda 
circle of cabins occupied by an honest, laborious 
but very poor people, chiefly of German descent. 
This book contains an account ef the supersti- 
tions entertained by these ignorant people, with 
some of their peculiar practices which are cer- 
tainly curious and the stories told extraordi- 
nary. 


Mr. Carlyle’s “Reminiscences of My Irish 
Journey in 1840,“ consisting of extracts from his 
diary, which have been published in periodical 
form, are now collected and issued in a book b 
Harper & Brothers.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

Cuicaaco, July 14.—The protracted and judi- 
cious struggle which Ireland bas been engaged in 
during the past couple of years, to regain a part 
of her political independence, bas attracted the 
attention of the worid, and gained for that coun- 
try new friends in every clime. 

The Irish peopie, recognizing the well-known 
fact that political independence ean be main- 
tained only through tudustrial independence, 
bave during the past year been laying the foun- 
dation for a resurrection of Irish industry, with 
marked success, even with the country almost one 
vast cam p,oceupied by some 70,000 British soldiers 
and policemen. Capital has bees profitably in- 
vested; in fact, owing to the intelligent patriot- 
ism of the people being aroused on this subject, 
the demand for home-manufactured goods i8 so 
great that factories are run to their utmost 
capacity, and still they are unable to fill their 
orders. So determined are the people of ireland 
that they shali have industrial independence 
that, where it can be avoided, they will not pur- 
chase English goods, always giving the prefer- 
ence to American.

HYDRAULIC VENTILATION. 


Successful Results of au Experiment in 
a New Orleans Newspaper Office. 
New Orleans Times- Democrat. 

The paradox that the hotter the city the easier 
it may be cooled, insisted upon by Prof. Gamgee 
for some time past, stands explained. The uni- 
form success of every attempt made with the 
circlair in New Orleans since the middle of May 
induced the Times- Democrat to risk a bold and 
somewhat costly experiment. As is usual in 
newspaper offices, the upper stories are devoted 
to compositors. Blood heat, namely, 98 degrees, 
with a suffocating odor, are matters of nightly 
observation. The abiest engineers and sanita- 
rians have pronounced against the possibility of 
cooling and ventilating dwellings economically. 
Mr. Gamgee has successfully labored to obviate 
this diflicuity, and, fortunately, decided to test 
his powers where there could be no doubt as to 
long-continued bigh temperature and au urgent 
demand fur perfect systems of ventilation. ‘The 
principie of his system is movement and 
cooling of immense volumes of air by resorting 
onfy to the use of water- pumps and tubes. 
Biake pump, capable of biowing the Times- 
Democrat building full of air in ntly, moves 
about forty gallons of water pat gainute. and the 
duty it performed Yesterday for the comfort of 
our com positors was calculated by Mr. Burebard 
Thoens as not exceeding 0.4 indicated horse- 
power. This and the evaporation of a few gal- 
ions of water is the sum total of our runaing ex- 
penses, and what is the result? 

A scanty water supply fortunately compelled 
Mr. Gamgee to use a common barrel as a reser- 
voir and with the contents of the various water- 
pipes, about sixty galions of water are now in 
constant circuit, moving about 150.000 cubic feet 
of air per hour. This water, lifted in a tube of 
one anda half inches diameter, returns to the 
barrel by one somewhat larger, and there is a 

reeptibie hourly diminishing in its volume, 

or it is raised to a sprinkler in the top ot 
a twenty-four-foot tube, about two feet six 
inches in diameter, and such is the im- 
petus communicated to the air in this tube that 
a mean velocity of nearly six miles an hour is 
shown in the opening which discharges air into 
one of the composing-rooms. In the roof of 
this chamber are thirty-five openings, six inches 
by six inches square, and so carefully have the 
calculations been made that there is a uniform 
upper current of cold air at the rate of two 
miles an hour, or a little over, farcing the foul 
air and smoke from the lamps up through the 
skylights and windows. The distribution and 
the cooling is absolutely uniform, 

Starting with Mississippi water from the hy- 
drant at degrees Fahrenheit, in fifteen min- 
utes the whole circuit was down to 7s degrees: 
in fifteen more to 75 degrees: in another fifteen 
tc 74 degrees; and two hours after starting to 72 
degrees, or about the indication of a wet bulb 
thermometer banging in the rooms of the Aux- 
iliary Sanitary Association. ‘ 

The tower com posing- room stood at 86 degrees 
Fahrenheit at 5 p. m. It is not mucb occupied. 
but was not closed for au hour. It then fell to 
80 degrees, and receding from the aperture 
of five feet square through which 
the cold air entered at 76 degrees, the 
agreeable and uniform dispersion of the im- 
pelled pure atmosphere was most strikingly per- 
ceptible. .A veritable plenum or —— * of 
the room is evidenced by the uniform discharge 
through tne roof openings, Resistance by fric- 
tion has been studiously avoided. The area of 
the ventilated space is progressively enlarged, 
and every printer acknowledged with gratitude 
last night that, while protected from any dan- 
gerous and unpleasant draught, each man feit 
himself in a columa of fresh air. 

Mr. Gamgee has coined an English compound 
word for his apparatus. He calls it circlair. It 
maintains air iu aconstant circle, drawing it 
into inclosed spaces, * it and purify- 
ing or cooling it a wiil. ith warm water it 
actually heats the pure air it ejects from its 
capacious throat. it swallows up the noxious 
gases of foul vaults or isolates the air of a sick 
chamber, and all that remained to be done was 
to show that a crowded and heated room, which 
in our case heid twenty-eight men and thirty- 
two oil lamps, could be reudered habitable and 
healthy at small cost. This has undoubtedly 
been accomplished.

6. That the sales shall be conducted in ac- 
cordance with, and subject to, the rules of the 
society as to pedigree guarantee, and as to the 
couditions on sale by auction, as set forth in By- 
Laws 41 to 44, 

7. That before any prospectus ot a show and 
sale is issued, it shail be submitted to the Coun- 
cil of the Short- Horn Soeiety for their approval.

INDIANA AVERUE. 
Observations During the May Eclipse, 
New York Stn. 

It appears that some very interesting observa- 
tious were made during the eclipse in May. but 
beyond that bare fact lictle has been beard from 
it. At a time when the study of solar phe- 
nomena is attracting everybody's attention, on 
account of the theories of their connection with 
terrestrial meteorology, this is unfortunate. 
The newspapers are ahead of the scientific 
organs in giving information on this subject, 
and some of the latter have been obliged to 
borrow from the newspapers in order to satisfy 
their readers. The new observations seem to 
show pretty conclusively that the influence 
which produces sun spots is powerfully felt in 
the upper regions of the solar atmosphere, 
where it causes wonderful phenomena. Sun 
spots goin periods. Once in about eleven years 
they reach their maximum, or become 
most numerous. There was a solar 
eclipse in 1871 during a sua-spot maxi- 
mum, and another in 1878, when sun 
spots were very rare, and the astronomers ob- 
served a deciaed difference in the form of the 
corona or great gaseous envelope that surrounds 
the sun and biazes into sight 9 
eclipse in the most fantastic and wonderful 
forms, The eclipse of this year fell in another 
period of sun-spot maximum, and it is an ex- 
ceedingly interesting fact that the corona again 
presented the appearance seen in 1871. 0 
pideent eas difference in the form of this mag- 

nt atmosphere of the sun as seen at sun- 
maxima and sun-spot minima seems to be 
t when the spots are — envelopes of 
giowimg gases are deepest at the sua’s equator, 
and also exhibit striking forms about his polés, 
while when the spots are most numerous, as at 
present, the corona extends away from the 
equator, and is not so conspicuous about 
the poles, but an enormons quantity of 
hydrogen appears in the solar atmos- 
here, glowing with the most eo gn 
bat a wonderful thing the sun 
be in the light of yo — facts! Instead of. — 
round, colid body, with a white beat, 
we see in the sun ag — gases subjected toa 
temperature and a pressure almost too frightful 
tor the mind to conceive—a flery giobe in which 
iron and the solidest substances we Know are 
not merely meited, but turned into a whirling 
mass of vapor which is beaved and tossed with 
awful convulsions, while around it all. outside 
the sun as wesee it, there is an indescribable at- 
mosphere thousands and hundreds of thousands 
of miles deep, composed of glowing gases, some 
of which if condensed over our beads would set 
the worid afire with redhot rain. Then we see, 
to rough some cause which we cannot yet under- 
stand, this ball of taming gases, which is rush- 
ing through space like a hot shot hurled from a 
ecannoa of intnit power, lashed every eleven 
years into sevenfold fury, until its slowing sur- 
face is pittea with tremen chasms, and jets 
of tfiaming hydrogen and other gases leap from 


| it like 8 geysers of fire and set its great 


upper atmosphere aglow. 

Another interesting resuit of the recent 
eclipse observations is the evidence obtained of 
the existence of enormous quantities ot vapor- 
ized calcium in the corona, or upper atmosphere 
of the sun.

An Interview with “the Bold Mariner 
of the Wabash**—Commodore Shu- 
relates Treaty—Resources of Corea 
Our Attempts to Get inte Helations 
with Her—Shafeidt and the Celestial 
Empress.

Terre Havuts, Ind., July 14.—The Er- 
press of tomorrow will contain an interview 
with ex-Secretary-of-the-Navy Thompson on 
the Corean question, with which Mr. Thomp- 
son is familiar: ‘If it be true.“ he said, 
“that Commodore Shufeldt has employed 
Chinese influence to make a treaty with 
Corea it may prove unfortunate, in view of 
the possibility of its being considered by the 
Japanese ag antagonistical to them, as the 
rivalry between China and Japan is very 
strong. Our relations with China are at 
present in an unstable condition, while they 
are thoroughly satisfactory and friendly 
with Japan, It may, however, turn out to 
be that Commodore Shufeldt has avoided 
these complications, as he isa man of great 
sagacity and thoroughly informed with ref- 
erence to them. 
agreed upoh as reported, it may result ad- 
vantageously. It will, at all events, enable 
us to send Consuls and other representatives 
to that country and to share the advantages 
of its commerce.“ 

What is your opinion of the population, 
resources, aud probable commerce of 
Corea?” 

“The most of the estimates I have seen 
have been exaggerated in my opinion. I do 
not think the population exceeds 8,000,000, 
while I have recently observed a statement 
that {tis about twice that. The poople are 
not advanced, but the bulk of them remain 
in almost a primitive state. They are inferior 
to every other Asiatic people in the indus- 
trial arts. Their manufactured goods are ail 
coarse, made chiefly of cotton and hemp. 
They manufacture no silk goods, and have 
none except what are imported from China. 
They make no glass, and use oil paper in 
their windows. They are without sheep, and 
consequently do not manufacture woolens— 
in the place of which they use furs, having 
an abundant supply. They show no skill in 
working in wood or metals, and use earthen 
and crockery ware in the place of china. 
They have made no advance in agriculture, 
and the inost intelligent of the people are ig- 
norant of their own history. The country 
has a fine climate, be surrounded by the 
sea, and produces a variety of excellent tim- 
ber. But the main source of the future 
wealth of Corea lies In her rich minerals. 
These consist of gold, silver, iron, lead, and 
tin—all of which, of good quality, are abun- 
dant. Upon the wnole, therefore, it may be 
said that although the present resources of 
the country are overestim yet they are 
sufficient to justify the leading commercial 
nations in their efforts to secure their exports 
and to supply them 5 — imports.” 

The ex ge tre then gavea history of 
Our previous relations with Corea. In 1866 
an American schooner was wrecked in one 
— the rivers of that country, the entire crew 

S murdered by the natives, 
ni ses venael burned. In 1867 Commodore 

Skuteldt was ordered to investigate the mat- 
ter, but did not succeed in getting into the 
country. In 1868 Rear-Admiral Febiger 
made a similar ineffectual attempt. In 1870 
Rear-Admiral John Rodgets went to Corea 
with four ships. lie was notified that Corea 
would have no intercourse with the United 
States; and, advancing up a river, was fired 
upon by soldiers. The fire was returned 


and the Corean forts silenced. The Admiral, 


however, could obtain no intercourse 
with the Coreans. In (1877 Secretary 
‘Thompson sent Commodore Shufeldt on « 
voyage round the world, for the purpose of 
extending American commerce, and in- 
structed. him to revisit Corea with the en- 
deavor to open negotiations with * Gov- 
ernment by peaceful measures. Shufeldt 
went there, but failed to obtain access to the 
authorities. 

“While Commodore Shufeldt was in China 
his conduct as a naval officer attracted the 
attention of the Chinese authorities, who ex- 
pressed a desire to secure his services in re- 
modeling and reorganizing their navy. After 
the return of the Ticonderoga to the United 
States he obtained the consdut of the Navy 
Department to accept this position, and his 
return to China was on that account. I do 
not know the extent of the diplomatic 


authority conferred upon him, but sup- 
pose it to have been such, in con- 
nection with the American Embassy, 


as has enabled him again to visit Corea in the 
capacity of 1 negotiator. If this is so, the 
treaty he is represented to have concluded is 
the result of his third visit, and will reflect 
great credit upon him on account of his per- 
séverance and the wisdom of the measures 
he has adopted. It will place the United 
States in a favorable position with reference 
to Corean trade, and undoubtedly result in 
opening the country to all the nations. At 

| events, an Opportunity will now be fur- 
nished eur manufacturers to supply the 
Coreans with woolen and cotton goods, and 
many other articles they do not possess. And 
their mines being opened we shall receive 
their gold and silver in exchange for 
produets.“ 

“What do you think of the statement that 
Commodore Shufeldt is likely to be court- 
martialed on account of the letter he is said to 
have written about the Empress of China?“ 


“I never saw that letter and know nothing | 


of its contents except what is stated in the 
newspapers. If he was attached to the 
American Embassy in China and has spoken 
disparagingly of the Empress, he has com- 
mitted a diplomatic offense for which China 
has the right to ask his recall, and which the 
United States could not refuse—no matter 
how the contents of the letter became 
known. If, however, he made the offensive 
statement in a confidential letter to a friend, 

who had violated his coutidence by giving it 
publicity, he did not thereby commit any 
naval offense, and his friend is more censtra- 
dle than he.“
